To  Our  Alumni: 

When  something  unusually  good  happens  to  us  here  I  re- 
peatedly wish  we  might  share  it  with  the  members  of  the  execu- 
tive committee  of  our  Board  who  were  working  so  hard  for 
MVC  when  I  arrived  in  1925.  Their  devotion  was  unsurpassed. 
This  expressed  itself  in  large  amounts  of  time  and  substantial 
personal  funds  given  to  the  institution ;  they  even  individually 
endorsed  notes  at  the  banks  to  cover  the  then  debts  of  the  hos- 
pital division.  What  they  did  then  lives  on  with  us,  even  to 
maturing  legacies  they  cultivated. 

We  can't  honor  the  memory  of  these  men  enough.  They  were 
Thomas  L.  Moore,  Chairman,  Julien  H.  Hill,  Eppa  Hunton,  Jr., 
Dr.  Stuart  McGuire,  Wilham  R.  Miller,  and  William  T.  Reed. 
H.  W.  Ellerson  was  added  to  the  committee  a  bit  later. 

Dr.  Stuart  McGuire  was  the  last  of  this  group  to  pass  away 
and  what  a  stalwart  he  was ! 

Yes,  I  would  like  for  them  to  walk  around  the  institution, 
see  for  themselves  and  hear  the  unfolding  story:  how  our  en- 
rollment has  more  than  doubled  with  new  courses  added ;  how 
our  hospital  service  has  trebled ;  how  our  research  has  come  up 
from  practically  nothing  to  a  wide  range  of  fundamental  ac- 
tivities ;  how  our  plant  has  increased  probably  fifteen  fold  in 
replacement  value;  how  our  endowment  and  trust  funds  have 
grown  to  about  five  and  one-half  million  dollars  from  a  few 
thousand  dollars  in  their  day;  and  how,  above  everything  else, 
the  quality  and  range  of  our  activities  have  grown  in  widely 
recognized  strength  and  usefulness.  And  withal  the  budget  has 
increased  only  about  twelve  times. 

There  is  another  development  too  of  which  I  wish  that  com- 
mittee could  take  note — the  pride  of  our  Alumni  Association 
and  of  the  College  in  its  activities  and  in  its  war  memorial. 
That  would  delight  the  committee  if  they  could  only  hear 
about  it. 

And  how  can  we  best  honor  their  memory.'  By  taking  to 
ourselves  a  full  measure  of  their  faith,  their  devotion,  and  their 
hard  work  to  further  strengthen  and  develop  our  institution, 
including  all  of  its  resources  and  friends.

I  want  to  think  of  this  as  the  first  of  many  regular  reports  to 
the  medical  alumni  and  therefore  I  am  particularly  delighted  that 
your  Association  has  inaugurated  this  bulletin,  which  I  hope  will 
become  a  regular  pathway  of  information  of  interest  to  all. 

There  is  no  clear  plan  in  my  mind  as  to  the  nature  of  these 
communications  but  I  hope  they  will  remain  informal  and  in- 
formative, and  it  would  be  my  greatest  hope  that  they  would  help 
to  keep  alive  in  many  of  you  your  keen  interest  in  your  medical 
school  and  to  reawaken  in  others  an  interest  that  has  perhaps 
become  a  little  cool.   I  say  this  rather  feelingly  for  there  are  few 


Dr.  Truslow,  who  assumed  the  duties  of  dean  of  the  School  of 
Medicine  in  January,  1951,  came  to  the  Medical  College  of  Vir- 
ginia from  Columbia  University  College  of  Physicians  and  Sur- 
geons, where  he  was  assistant  dean.  A  graduate  of  Yale  University 
and  of  the  Harvard  University  Medical  School,  Dr.  Truslow  served 
five  years  with  the  United  States  Navy,  holding  the  rank  of  lieu- 
tenant commander. 

From  October,  19^3  to  April,  1946,  he  was  medical  adviser  to  the 
staff  of  the  U.  S.  Senate  Subcommittee  on  Wartime  Health  and  Edu- 
cation. He  was  later  attached  to  the  Surgeon  General's  Office, 
where  he  made  a  special  personnel  study  of  the  continental  hos- 
pitals of  the  Navy  and  was  a  special  consultant  to  the  President's 
Committee  on   the  hospitalization   problems  of  veterans. 


medical  schools  that  arouse  in  their  alumni  over  the  years  a  sense 
of  continued  inspiration  and  contact ;  and  even  a  genuine  re- 
awakening of  a  medical  school's  interest  in  its  graduates  is  subject 
to  a  little  suspicion  that  there  is  an  ulterior  financial  motive  in- 
volved. In  our  case,  I  shall  neither  affirm  nor  deny  this  but  only 
hope  that  our  efforts  to  become  better  acquainted  will  speak  for 
themselves  in  terms  of  genuine  motives  and  mutual  benefits. 

You  have  cause  to  be  proud  of  your  medical  school  for  many 
reasons,  it  seems  to  me.  The  faculty  is  an  unusually  able  group 
of  men  among  medical  faculties  in  the  United  States.  Our  basic 
science  laboratories  and  clinical  facilities  cornpare  favorably  with 
those  of  many  medical  schools;  but  over  the  next  few  years  I  shall 
report  in  some  detail  on  areas  which  deserve  development.  One 
outstanding  characteristic  of  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  is 
that  it  has  not  lost  sight  of  the  essential  importance  of  concentrat- 
ing its  efforts  on  the  family  physician  and  the  field  of  general 
practice.  Inevitable  as  specialization  is  in  modern  medical  prac- 
tice, it  is  clear  that  those  who  have  concentrated  on  these  fields 
of  training  have  here  and  there  tended  to  lose  a  fundamental 
perspective  on  the  major  function,  challenge  and  responsibility 
of  the  physician  in  society.  It  is  of  first  importance  that  medical 
education  contribute  not  only  to  the  production  of  well-trained 
physicians  but  also  to  a  general  acknowledgment  of  their  prestige 
in  the  medical  community  and  their  special  skills  in  the  care  of 
human  beings  as  people  and  not  merely  disease  entities. 

In  recent  years  the  undergraduate  curriculum  has  become  en- 
riched with  personnel  and  programs  which  reflect  well  the  great 
advances  in  scientific  knowledge.  Recently  we  have  also  found  a 
place  for  an  exploration  of  experience  more  directly  related  to 
problems  of  practice  and  an  extension  of  these  programs  is  under 
active  study  today.  Most  of  you  are  familiar  with  the  old  practice 
of  obstetrical  districts,  when  the  students  were  able  to  go  out  into 
the  homes  for  the  delivery  of  patients,  and  for  the  experience  of 
being,  in  a  limited  way,  a  family  doctor.  As  deliveries  came 
increasingly  into  the  hospitals  this  service  was  discontinued  and 
a  home  care  program  in  general  medicine  for  the  indigent  fami- 
lies of  Richmond  has  taken  its  place  over  the  past  three  years 
and  provided  an  extraordinarily  successful  experience  for  our 
fourth  year  students.  This  experience,  however,  has  given  rise  to 
a  lot  of  thought  on  the  part  of  many  members  of  our  faculty 
about  the  extent  to  which  medicine  and  the  medical  profession 
can  or  should  be  involved  in  what  may  be,  essentially,  the  general 
sociological  patterns,  economic  problems  and  welfare  efforts  of  '' 
the  community  in  which  we  are  to  live  and  practice. 

We  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  we  dare  not  leave  the   J 
evolution  of  this  and  the  study  of  this  principally  to  those  who  m 
have  no  real  understanding  of  the  basic  medical  problems  in-  1 
volved.   Therefore,  we  are  setting  up  in  the  faculty  of  medicine 
a  Department  of  Community  Medicine  to  include  the  present 
Department  of  Public  Health  and  also  appointments  from  other 
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clinical  fields.  We  invite  your  cooperation  and  the  cooperation 
of  all  practicing  physicians  in  Virginia,  regardless  of  their 
medical  school  identification,  in  the  studies  which  will  probably 
evolve  over  the  next  few  years  in  the  Department  of  Community 
Medicine.  I  believe  that  the  medical  profession,  including  those 
in  practice  and  those  on  medical  faculties  together,  can  make  a 
significant  contribution  to  the  study  of  medical  practice,  factors 
of  distribution  of  hospital  facilities,  physicians,  and  other  per- 
sonnel in  the  health  fields,  which  will  gain  the  support  of  the 
public  because  we  clearly  have  no  "ax  to  grind."  This  fact  is,  for 
example,  that  we  cannot  say  for  sure  whether  we  need  a  few  more 
physicians  or  many  more,  and  indeed  there  are  some  worthy 
authorities  in  our  profession  who  declare  we  do  not  need  any 
more  at  all.  We  propose  to  study  our  medical  community  in 
Virginia  provided  such  study  has  your  approval  and  cooperation. 

Perhaps  even  more  important,  we  propose  to  study  our  curricu- 
lum to  see  that  it  reflects  the  type  of  training,  experience  and 
needs  of  a  physician  who  would  meet  his  responsibilities  as  a 
doctor  wherever  he  may  practice.  I  invite  your  comments,  your 
criticisms,  and  your  interest  in  this  program  of  community  medi- 
cine. I  shall  try  to  keep  you  informed  about  it  as  it  develops,  not 
only  because  we  may  seek  your  cooperation  but  also  because  its 
success  depends  upon  your  agreement  with  us  as  to  its  basic  im- 
portance and  as  to  its  essential  integrity. 

It  has  occurred  to  me  that  if  this  sort  of  communication  from 
the  dean  to  the  alumni  becomes  a  fairly  regular  procedure  you 
will  undoubtedly  be  interested  in  hearing  from  time  to  time  about 
some  of  the  personalities  in  the  departments  with  which  you  once 
were  so  familiar.  Therefore,  I  shall  make  a  few  comments  this 
time  about  the  basic  science  departments. 

Anatomy,  physiology,  and  pharmacology  are  still  crowded,  but 
extraordinarily  productive,  on  the  two  top  floors  of  McGuire 
Hall.  Some  additional  space  will  undoubtedly  be  gained  when 
the  dental  school  moves  into  its  new  building,  but  the  school  of 
pharmacy  will  benefit  most  from  this  move,  as  it  richly  deserves 
some  release  from  seriously  overcrowded  conditions.  The  Gen- 
eral Assembly  this  year  provided  3250,000  for  a  small  addition 
to  McGuire  Hall.  It  is  hard  to  believe  that  $250,000  today  can 
produce  so  little  in  terms  of  added  room,  but  we  hope  to  get  a 
few  thousand  additional  square  feet  in  the  old  Virginia  Hospital, 
the  major  portion  of  which  so  long  has  been  condemned  as  un- 
safe and  will  probably  be  torn  down  in  the  near  future.  In 
anatomy.  Dr.  Osterud  will  reach  the  compulsory  retirement  age 
of  seventy  next  year.  No  man  in  my  experience  has  ever  reached 
his  retirement  with  so  many  friends,  such  deep  respect,  and  such 


eagerness  of  spirit  and  mind  as  he  inspires  in  young  men  and 
women  today.  Dr.  Haag  has  returned  happily  to  full-time  duties 
in  the  department  of  pharmacology  and  continues  his  research 
work  and  his  active  membership  on  national  advisory  committees 
in  Washington  and  elsewhere.  Dr.  Ramsey  and  the  group  in 
physiology,  having  accomplished  a  radical  change  in  the  curricu- 
lum by  bringing  physiology  from  the  second  year  to  the  first 
year,  look  forward  to  a  little  release  from  the  pressures  of  a  very 
busy  year. 

Biochemistry  remains  on  the  fourth  floor  of  the  Clinic  Build- 
ing, and  its  development  is  limited  only  by  the  requirements  of 
space.  The  responsibilities  for  student  teaching  which  rest  on 
all  of  our  basic  science  departments,  and  indeed  place  the  Medi- 
cal College  of  Virginia  seventh  among  all  the  medical  schools  of 
the  country  in  terms  of  the  number  of  students  (including  gradu- 
ate students,  students  in  dentistry,  pharmacy,  nursing,  physical 
therapy,  et  cetera)  to  be  taught,  are  particularly  severe  on  the 
department  of  biochemistry,  and  it  is  astonishing  they  continue 
to  produce  such  outstanding  research  and  investigative  work. 

Bacteriology  and  pathology,  in  the  Egyptian  Building,  deserve 
a  better  location  with  more  possibilities  for  an  expansion  of  their 
activities.  Dr.  Reid  is  keenly  interested  in  the  establishment  of 
a  virology  laboratory  at  this  time  and  in  developing  interest  in 
the  whole  field  of  microbiology  as  well.  Dr.  Apperly  continues 
with  his  stimulating  lectures  in  pathological  physiology  and  some 
of  our  younger  men  in  pathology  are  developing  a  splendid  grad- 
uate teaching  program.  Only  in  pathology,  however,  have  we 
been  able  to  establish  a  salary  scale  worthy  of  these  teachers  and 
students  and  capable  of  competing  with  offers  elsewhere. 

When  one  realizes  that  a  man  in  the  other  basic  science  depart- 
ments can  retire  after  thirty  years  at  the  Medical  College  of 
Virginia  (not  merely  a  man,  but  a  scholar  and  a  great  teacher)  at 
a  top  salary  of  only  $7,300  and  a  retirement  income  of  slightly 
over  $3,000  a  year,  it  is  obvious  that  there  is  something  basically 
wrong  and  needing  the  cooperation  of  all  of  us  to  correct.  I  shall 
discuss  some  of  these  salary  problems  and  many  other  matters  in 
a  later  communication. 

Suggestions  on  subject  matter  for  these  informal  reports  are 
particularly  invited.  I  plan  soon  to  discuss  continued  education, 
selection  of  medical  students,  the  Medical  Education  Fund,  some 
problems  of  clinical  teaching,  and  medical  curriculum  studies. 
There  are  a  host  of  problems,  and  in  many  ways  we  are  all  in- 
volved in  their  solution.  Since  medical  faculties  are  held  respon- 
sible for  their  solution,  we  need  the  help  of  our  friends  in 
practice.

In  1936  the  Outpatient  Clinic  of  the  college  was  housed  in  the 
old  Virginia  Hospital  Building,  erected  in  1810-11.  At  that  time 
over  65,000  patient  visits  were  being  made  by  the  indigent  sick 
of  Richmond.  The  building  was  considered  unsafe  by  the  city 
fathers,  and  only  our  desperate  need  held  it  from  being  con- 
demned outright.  About  this  time,  too,  our  school  was  inspected 
by  representatives  of  the  American  Medical  Association  and  of 
the  Association  of  American  Medical  Colleges.  As  these  inspec- 
tors went  through  the  outpatient  clinic  it  was  evident  to  us  that 
if  a  new  outpatient  clinic  were  not  forthcoming  we  should  be  in 
serious  difficulties. 

Funds  could  be  secured  on  a  45-55  matching  basis  from  the 
Federal  government  under  the  Public  Works  Administration,  but 
how  were  we  to  raise  the  $300,000  needed  to  match  Federal 
funds?  Besides,  a  new  clinic  would  have  to  be  completely 
equipped  even  if  we  could  secure  the  funds  for  construction. 
Dr.  Stuart  McGuire  and  other  members  of  our  Board  of  Visitors, 
as  well  as  President  Sanger,  were  particularly  perturbed,  and  lost 
many  nights'  sleep  pondering  our  problem. 

Then  is  when  the  late  Adolph  D.  Williams  made  a  contribu- 
tion, which  in  a  way  meant  as  much,  if  not  more,  than  his  gener- 
ous bequest  recently  announced.  Told  by  Dr.  Stuart  McGuire 
and  others  of  the  desperate  straits  of  the  college,  he  was  im- 
pressed with  our  great  need  for  a  new  clinic  building,  and  gave 
us  $300,000,  thereby  enabhng  us  to  secure  a  grant  of  $239,850 
from  the  Public  Works  Administration.  It  was  the  expressed 
wish  of  Mr.  Williams  that  his  gift  be  anonymous,  and  for  a  long 
while  not  more  than  two  or  three  people  knew  who  actually  had 
saved  the  day  for  us.  When  the  clinic  was  completed  Mr.  Wil- 
liams again  came  to  our  rescue  with  $50,000  for  equipment. 

Across  the  years  since  the  outpatient  clinic  was  opened  it  has 
always  been  the  intention  of  the  Board  of  Visitors  of  the  college 
to  name  the  clinic  building  the  A.  D.  WILLIAMS  MEMORIAL 
CLINIC  AND  LABORATORIES.  This  was  not  done  prior  to 
Mr.  Williams'  death  for  two  reasons:  first,  his  explicit  request 
that  his  gift  be  held  anonymous,  and,  second,  the  Public  Works 
Administration  regulation  that  a  building  erected  under  a  grant 
from  that  Federal  agency  could  not  be  named  for  a  living  person. 

In  1950  when  Mr.  Williams'  wife,  Mrs.  Wilkins  Coons  Wil- 
liams, died  she  left  a  trust  fund  of  $400,000  for  the  A.  D. 
WILLIAMS  MEMORIAL  CLINIC  FOUNDATION  for  the 
'treatment  of  the  indigent  sick  in  Richmond  and  vicinity,  both 
white  and  Negro,  including  medicines,  or  medical  and  surgical 
treatment,  gratuitously  or  at  a  nominal  charge. 

The  last  chapter  of  the  story  was  written  when  the  terms  of 
Mr.  Williams'  will  were  announced  and  the  college  received  a 
bequest  of  approximately  two  and  a  quarter  million  dollars. 

Our  Board  of  Visitors  in  session  on  March  21  passed  the 
following  resolution: 


"WHEREAS  the  purpose  of  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia, 
its  clinics  and  hospitals,  its  education  and  research,  is  to  serve 
our  people,  and 

"WHEREAS  in  the  accomplishment  of  this  mission  the  Medi- 
cal College  of  Virginia  administers  to  the  health  and  happiness 
of  the  whole  community  by  the  alleviation  of  suffering,  the 
rehabilitation  of  the  distressed,  and  the  advance  of  science,  and 

"WHEREAS  the  facilities  and  services  of  the  Medical  College 
of  Virginia  have  been  greatly  expanded  through  the  gifts  and 
generosity  of  great  and  good  men  and  women,  and 

"WHEREAS  a  gift  to  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  is  a  gift 
to  all  the  people  of  Virginia 

"NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  the  clinic 
and  laboratory  building  be  named,  and  henceforth  known  as 
the  A.  D.  Williams  Memorial  Clinic  and  Laboratories,  and 
that  a  suitable  inscription  be  placed  over  the  main  entrance  of 
the  building  to  so  designate  it ;  and,  further,  be  it  recorded  in 
the  permanent  records  of  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  that 
its  present  broad  scope  and  usefulness  and  service  could  not 
have  been  achieved,  nor  could  it  exist,  except  for  the  great 
generosity  and  interest  of  Adolph  D.  Williams  and  his  wife, 
Wilkins  Coons  Williams,  in  the  welfare  of  their  fellowman." 

What  resolutions,  what  tributes,  what  memorials,  however, 
can  truly  set  forth  what  these  two  people  did  for  the  college  and 
for  the  people  of  Virginia  ?  In  these  days  of  war,  atom  bombs, 
breaking  down  of  morale,  suspicion,  distrust,  and  change,  the 
example  set  by  Adolph  and  Wilkins  Coons  Williams  should  re- 
new the  faith  of  weary  and  heartsick  people  in  the  goodness  of 
men  and  in  the  Golden  Rule.  Truly  they  epitomized  Sweden- 
borg's  definition  of  charity — 

"True  charity  is  the  desire  to  be  useful  to  others  without 

thought  of  recompense." 


State  Appropriations 

Good  news  financially  was  concerned  not  only  with  the  inspir- 
ing and  challenging  bequest  of  Adolph  D.  Williams  amounting 
to  approximately  two  and  a  quarter  million  dollars. 

Increases  in  appropriations  to  both  the  College  and  Hospital 
Divisions  were  voted  by  the  General  Assembly,  and  provisions 
for  capital  outlay  will  permit  the  institution  to  continue  its 
building  program  during  the  next  two  years.

The  Good  Book  says  that  "old  men  dream  dreams,"  and  I  have 
come  to  that  time  in  Hfe  "when  fond  recollections  recall  many 
things  to  view." 

I  recall  distinctly  being  the  first  to  matriculate  in  the  new 
School  of  Dentistry  at  the  old  Medical  College  of  Virginia  in 
1897.  There  were  only  six  of  us  in  that  first  class.  One  of  the 
members  failed  to  graduate.  He  had  had  very  poor  schooling  and 
perhaps  a  very  poor  background  in  every  way.  He  essayed  to  put 
in  a  gold  filling  and  told  the  patient  not  to  chew  on  it  for 
several  days  as  "gold  was  slow  to  set." 

I  was  impressed  by  the  dignified  bearing  of  my  instructors; 
they  were  courteous  and  considerate  to  a  degree  not  often  seen. 

Dr.  Wright,  Professor  of  Prosthetic  Dentistry,  taught  us  that 
plaster  was  better  than  other  material  for  taking  impressions 
because  it  did  not  displace  the  muscles  as  much.  He  told  of  a 
dentist  who  made  such  a  perfect  plate  that  the  patient,  a  woman, 
came  back  to  him  in  a  few  days  and  demanded  that  he  remove 
the  plate.  She  said  that  neither  she  nor  members  of  her  family 
had  been  able  to  take  it  out  of  her  mouth.  He  did  what  he  could 
to  mollify  her  and  assured  her  that  it  was  only  a  matter  of  know- 
ing how,  that  tilting  it  upward  in  front  would  allow  air  to  enter 
at  the  soft  palate.   She  was  astonished  and  thought  him  a  wizard. 

The  Dean  of  the  Medical  School  was  Dr.  Christopher  Tomp- 
kins. His  room  was  just  over  the  Dental  Clinic  in  the  Egyptian 
Building.   One  day  he  rushed  out  to  the  stairway  and  loudly  de- 


manded to  know,  "Who  is  committing  murder  down  there?" 
The  dreadful  noise  was  occasioned  by  a  patient  whose  handlebar 
mustache  had  been  caught  in  the  engine  as  it  whirred  in  his 
mouth.  Needless  to  say,  the  screaming  victim  was  at  the  mercy  of 
the  unskilled  student. 

Dr.  Hall  Moore  was  head  of  the  Clinical  Department.  He 
stood  and  watched  me  to  see  how  I  would  proceed  in  my  first 
extraction. 

Dr.  E.  C.  Levy,  Professor  of  Bacteriology,  made  his  subject  so 
plain  in  lecturing  that  one  of  the  medical  students,  a  Swede 
named  Eric  Sandberg,  during  the  very  deep  snow  of  1899  said, 
"This  is  nothing;  in  Sweden  it  is  not  unusual  to  drive  your 
sleigh  over  the  tops  of  the  farm  buildings." 

Dr.  Mathews,  who  taught  anatomy,  told  of  a  green  young 
physician  who  went  to  Texas  and  could  not  remember  the  names 
of  various  ailments.  When  called  to  see  a  patient  who  com- 
plained of  backache,  instead  of  pronouncing  it  lumbago,  he  told 
him,  "My  dear  sir,  you  have  quadratis  lumborum." 

Dr.  Taylor,  who  had  the  chair  of  pathology  and  was  also  city 
coroner,  used  a  magnifying  glass  to  scrutinize  his  notes.  One  day, 
when  testifying  in  court  about  a  case  of  poisoning,  a  pert  young 
lawyer  who  was  defending  the  accused  attempted  to  heckle  him 
with  silly  questions.  The  young  man  asked,  "How  far  can  you 
see.'"  Dr.  Taylor  replied,  "I  can  see  the  sun,  and  that  is  95,000,- 
000  miles  away.    Can  you  see  any  further  than  that?"

Some  time  ago  I  talked  with  Dr.  Negus 
about  some  of  our  graduates  who  had  come 
to  Arizona.  There  aren't  many — only  five 
that  I  could  find— but  these  five  are  doing 
well  and  are  worthy  representatives  of  the 
Medical  College  of  Virginia.  I  suppose 
Virginia  has  as  few  representatives  in  Ari- 
zona as  in  any  state  in  the  union.  It  may  be 
that  they  are  satisfied  with  Virginia  and  do 
not  become  too  well  satisfied  with  any 
other  place. 

I  don't  know  why  these  five  doctors 
came  to  Arizona.  One  of  them  was  a  na- 
tive of  Arizona  and  came  to  the  Medical 
College  of  Virginia  for  his  education.  He 
is  a  young  man  living  on  the  border  be- 
tween Mexico  and  Arizona,  at  Nogales, 
where  he  does  a  good  deal  of  surgery.  I 
have  been  to  Nogales  several  times  and  the 
chief  impression  the  town  made  on  me  was 
the  number  of  pregnant  women  seen  on 
the  street.  I  sat  in  my  car  one  hour  and 
saw  about  70.  I  don't  know  if  they  were 
going  to  a  free  clinic  or  not,  but  there  they 
were,  and  how  some  of  our  eastern  profes- 
sors would  have  enjoyed  the  parade. 

I  have  been  very  much  impressed  with 
one  thing  about  these  five  doctors — they 
are  all  clinicians.  Not  one  of  them  is  a 
researcher,  and  the  careers  of  these  doctors 
illustrate  again  to  me  that  the  chief  func- 
tion of  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  is 
to  produce  men  to  practice  medicine  to 
cure  the  sick.  In  no  way  would  I  disparage 
research,  but  I  believe  some  few  schools 
are  suited  for  research  and  the  vast  major- 
ity for  training  doctors,  and  I  am  thankful 
that  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  con- 
tinues to  train  doctors. 

Nearly  every  adult  in  Arizona  came 
from  some  other  state.  Of  course,  the  In- 
dians and  the  Mexicans  were  born  here, 
but  most  of  the  others  came  from  the 
middle  west.  I  suppose  there  is  a  young 
generation  of  natives  coming  on.  The 
medical  profession  of  Arizona  has  been  of 
great  interest  to  me  and  at  some  future 
time  I  hope  to  write  at  length  about  the 
pioneer  doctors  of  the  state.  Some  of  them 
were  really  outstanding  in  their  profession. 
Whether  good  doctors  or  not,  they  knew 
how  to  protect  themselves  with  a  six- 
shooter  when  the  weapon  represented  the 
law  in  Arizona.  The  lawlessness  of  Ari- 
zona disappeared  about  fifty  years  ago.    It 
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is  now  one  of  the  most  law-abiding  states, 
although  Winnie  Judd  does  make  the 
headlines  occasionally  by  getting  out  of  the 
asylum. 

There  is  one  marked  characteristic  of 
the  people  of  Arizona  as  I  have  seen  them 
in  five  years  and  that  is  their  very  delight- 
ful hospitality.  They  are  the  kindest  people 
I  ever  knew.  The  state  is  progressive  in 
every  way.  The  hospitals  are  well  patron- 
ized and  well  supported.  There  is  a  scarcity 
of  hospital  beds  but  not  more  so  than  in 
Richmond.  The  city  of  Phoenix,  which  is 
the  capital,  has  some  very  modern  and 
up-to-date  doctors,  besides  well  equipped 
and  well  staffed  hospitals.  There  is  a  certain 
attraction,  it  seems  to  me,  for  young  men 
from  the  east  to  come  to  the  far  west  for 
some  training  or  at  least  for  a  certain 
length  of  time  after  graduation.  They  see 
a  different  type  of  country  altogether — a 
country  with  a  wonderful  history  and  one 
that  has  passed  under  the  rule  of  a  number 
of  different  nations  and  races. 

It  has  been  a  matter  of  great  pleasure  to 
meet  doctors  in  Arizona  who  graduated 
from  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia.  Of 
course,  there  were  other  Virginia  doctors, 
but  so  far  as  I  know  these  five  now  living 
are  the  ones  who  came  from  our  school 
and  were  all  at  some  time  students  in  my 
class  at  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia. 
They  are  good  enough  to  admit  this,  and 
I  hope  that  whatever  instruction  they  were 
exposed    to    in    my   department   has    not 
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harmed  them.  While  these  doctors  hesitate 
to  appear  in  print,  they  were  good  enough 
to  tell  me  some  of  the  details  of  their 
preparation  and  medical  career.  The  fol- 
lowing constitute  our  Arizona  Roll  of 
Honor  from  the  Medical  College  of  Vir- 
ginia. 

ZENAS  B.  NOON,  M.D.,  Nogales. 

Dr.  Noon  lives  in  the  smallest  county  in 
Arizona  which  is  Santa  Cruz.  Across  the 
boundary  from  Nogales  is  a  city  of  the 
same  name  and  about  four  times  as  big.  As 
a  student  and  since,  he  was  noted  for  his 
love  of  and  proficiency  in  music.  He  was 
also  interested  in  football  and  athletics, 
although  he  did  not  engage  in  these  sports. 
His  premedical  education  was  gotten  at  the 
Universities  of  Southern  California  and 
Arizona.  He  then  attended  the  Medical 
College  of  Virginia  and  graduated  in 
1930,  interning  at  the  University  of  Michi- 
gan Hospital  and  later  serving  a  3-month 
internship  at  Johns  Hopkins  Hospital. 
From  there  he  went  to  Easton  Hospital, 
spending  a  year  in  surgery.  In  December, 
1933,  he  married  Mary  King  of  Easton. 
Dr.  Noon  has  six  children.  He  started  pri- 
vate practice  in  Nogales  in  1934.  The 
name  of  Noon  had  been  a  famous  one  in 
this  section.  His  grandfather,  a  pioneer 
physician,  had  made  a  great  reputation  in 
that  part  of  Arizona  and  Mexico.  Dr. 
Noon  is  now  chief  of  the  surgical  section 
and  chief  of  staff  of  St.  Joseph's  Hospital, 
Nogales.  He  served  four  years  in  the 
Armed  Forces  in  World  War  II.  He  is  a 
member  of  the  local  and  state  societies, 
and  also  a  Fellow  of  the  American  College 
of  Surgeons.  Dr.  Noon  is  well  thought  of 
in  his  community  and  throughout  southern 
Arizona.  It  was  a  great  pleasure  to  meet 
him  the  first  year  I  came  to  Arizona. 

BERNARD  PASTERNACK,  M.D.,  Tucson. 

He  was  born  in  Connecticut  in  1916 
and  is  therefore  the  youngest  one  in  active 
practice  from  our  College.  He  got  his 
premedical  education  at  the  University  of 
Richmond  and  later  graduated  from  the 
Medical  College  of  Virginia  in  1940.  He 
then  served  internships  at  Wilkes-Barre 
General  and  Easton  Hospitals.  From  1942 
to  1946  he  had  appointments  at  Gallinger 
Municipal  Hospital,  Cincinnati  General 
Hospital,  and  Western  Reserve  University 
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Hospital.  At  the  latter  institution  he  em- 
phasized the  study  of  cardiology,  and  his 
entire  training  was  medical  rather  than 
surgical.  He  married  a  young  lady  from 
Toledo  in  1946  and  began  private  practice 
in  Tucson  in  1947.  Dr.  Pasternack  has  a 
splendid  practice  in  internal  medicine  in 
Tucson  and  is  greatly  esteemed  by  his  col- 
leagues. 

MAURICE  ROSENTHAL,  M.D.,  Phoenix. 

Dr.  Rosenthal,  a  well  known  pathologist 
of  the  southwest,  was  born  in  Richmond 
in  1903  and  graduated  from  the  Medical 
College  of  Virginia  in  1926  after  taking 
his  premedical  work  at  the  University  of 
Richmond.  His  postgraduate  studies  have 
been  extensive  both  in  this  country  and 
abroad.  He  has  specialized  in  pathology 
from  the  beginning  of  his  postgraduate 
work,  although  he  was  on  the  staff  in 
Internal  Medicine  at  the  Medical  College 
of  Virginia  for  two  years.  He  is  now  Di- 
rector of  Laboratories  at  Good  Samaritan, 
Memorial  and  Maricopa  County  Hospitals, 
Phoenix.  He  also  conducts  a  private  labo- 
ratory which  has  extensive  patronage 
among  the  doctors  of  Arizona  and  the 
southwest.  In  recognition  of  his  ability  as 
a  pathologist  he  was  accepted  for  member- 
ship in  the  American  Society  of  Clinical 
Pathologists,  and  he  is  also  a  diplomate  of 
the  American  Board  of  Pathology. 

GEORGE  A.  SHETTER,  M.D.,  Tucson. 

Many  of  the  alumni  of  Richmond  will 
remember  Dr.  George  A.  Shetter,  who 
graduated  from  the  Medical  College  of 
Virginia  in  1937.  Dr.  Shetter's  father  pre- 
ceded him  in  practice  in  Richmond.  After 
his  premedical  course  at  the  University  of 
Richmond  and  graduation  from  MCV  in 
1937,  Dr.  Shetter  interned  for  two  years  at 
New  York  Polyclinic  Medical  School  and 
Hospital  with  an  additional  one  year  resi- 
dency in  Ear,  Eye,  Nose  &  Throat.  He  then 
went  to  New  York  Eye  and  Ear  Infirmary, 
where  he  was  resident  in  Ophthalmology. 
In  1942  we  find  Dr.  Shetter  in  the  Army 
Air  Force,  and  discharged  in  1946.  Not 
finding  adequate  office  space  in  Richmond, 
he  went  to  Tucson,  Arizona,  where  he  en- 
gaged in  the  practice  of  his  specialty.  Dr. 
Shetter  married  a  young  lady  from  Ver- 
mont in  1942,  and  has  two  children. 

JOHN  F.  BOSE,  M.D.,  Phoenix. 

There  is  one  other  alumnus  from  the 
Medical  College  of  Virginia  who  has  not 
yet  started  practice  but  is  a  resident  at  St. 
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Joseph's  Hospital,  Phoenix.  Dr.  Bose 
graduated  from  MCV  in  1951.  A  slight 
accident  brought  me  in  contact  with  Dr. 
Bose  at  the  Emergency  Room  of  St.  Jo- 
seph's Hospital,  and  I  was  so  impressed  by 
his  kindness  that  I  was  almost  tempted  to 
change  my  views  about  emergency  room 
treatment  in  various  hospitals.  It  is  always 
helpful  to  find  a  friend  in  any  Emergency 
Room,  and  such  was  Dr.  Bose.  He  intends 
to  return  to  Richmond  in  July  and  will  go 
to  St.  Vincent  DePaul's  Hospital  in  Nor- 
folk for  further  hospital  training.  I  am 
sure  Dr.  Bose  will  continue  to  reflect  credit 
upon  his  Alma  Mater. 

While  all  of  these  graduates  of  the 
Medical  College  of  Virginia  are  too  far 
away  to  take  part  in  the  activities  of  the 
organized  alumni,  they  are  nevertheless 
greatly  interested  in  the  School  and  its  tre- 
mendous development,  especially  during 
the  last  10-15  years.  Alumni  of  the  Medi- 
cal College  of  Virginia  located  elsewhere 
in  the  country  should  be  proud  of  these 
men,  all  of  whom  have  done  well  and 
whose  records  are  a  tribute  to  their  Alma 
Mater. 


DAVID  W.  GRIFFIN  (M'99)

More  than  fifty  years  ago  David  W. 
Griffin  of  Lenoir,  North  Carolina  gradu- 
ated from  your  school  and  took  up  the 
practice  of  medicine  in  the  Indian  Terri- 
tory of  the  United  States,  now  known  as 
the  State  of  Oklahoma. 

This  poor,  unknown  country  boy,  after  a 
brief  period  as  physician  for  a  private  hos- 
pital for  the  insane  at  Norman,  Oklahoma, 
became  the  superintendent  of  the  State 
Hospital  when  the  State  of  Oklahoma  ac- 
quired that  institution. 

Dr.  David  W.  Griffin  served  as  superin- 
tendent of  the  State  Hospital  at  Norman, 
Oklahoma  under  three  provisional  gover- 
nors and  every  duly  elected  governor  of 
Oklahoma  since  statehood;  this,  in  itself,  is 
no  small  accomplishment,  when  one  real- 
izes that  he  had  to  be  reappointed  every 
four  years. 

Oklahoma,  like  every  state,  had  its 
growing  pains,  and  the  calibre  of  men 
varied,  but  Dr.  Griffin  in  his  great  work 
carried  on  decade  after  decade  for  more 
than  fifty  years.   His  voluntary  retirement 
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last  year  completed  fifty-two  years  of  un- 
selfish devotion  in  the  treatment  of  the 
insane  in  the  State  of  Oklahoma. 

Dr.  Griffin  not  only  turned  in  a  magnifi- 
cent performance  at  the  state  institution; 
his  influence  has  touched  an  entire  nation, 
as  he  wrote  many  helpful  articles  regard- 
ing the  abolishing  of  segregation,  strait 
jackets,  padded  cells,  whipping,  and  other 
punishment  in  these  institutions;  his  advice 
and  writing  have  furnished  enabling  legis- 
lation in  many  of  our  states  that  has  made 
the  treatment  of  the  insane  humane  and 
intelligent. 

Dr.  Griffin  occupied  the  chair  of  Pro- 
fessor of  Psychiatry  at  the  University  of 
Oklahoma,  and  is  now  Professor  Emeritus 
of  Psychiatry  at  O.  U. ;  he  served  his  coun- 
try in  World  War  I ;  he  was  elected  to  the 
Hall  of  Fame,  State  of  Oklahoma;  he  was 
also  elected  as  the  outstanding  man  in 
humanity  in  the  State  of  Oklahoma.  He 
has  just  received  the  fifty-year  medal  for 
membership  in  the  Masonic  Order. 

The  story  of  Dr.  Griffin's  life  is  a  saga 
of  a  truly  great  unassuming  man  and  a 
person,  it  would  seem  to  me,  your  great  in- 
stitution would  be  glad  to  honor  by  in- 
forming your  great  alumni  body  and 
students  about  him.  This  farm  boy  who 
worked  and  struggled  through  your  insti- 
tution's courses  has  based  his  life  upon  the 
kindness  and  tolerance  shown  him  while 
there  and  the  belief  in  God  and  mercy  to 
be  shown  to  the  most  unfortunate  people 
of  all. 

Dr.  Griffin  is  a  man  that  is  held  in  high- 
est regard  by  hundreds  of  thousands  of 
Oklahomans.

MCV  GRADUATE  RECEIVES 
MEDAL 

Captain  Richard  Y.  Morgan  (M'47)  of 
Beckley,  W.  Va.,  has  been  awarded  the 
Bronze  Star  Medal  with  Letter  "V"  device 
for  "heroic  achievement  from  26  to  29 
July,  1951,  in  the  vicinity  of  Taeusan, 
Korea,"  where  he  was  stationed  with  the 
Army  Medical  Corps. 

According  to  the  citation,  on  these  dates 
"Captain  Morgan  established  his  aid  sta- 
tion on  a  hill  despite  the  intense  hostile 
mortar  fire  and  probing  patrols.  Remain- 
ing in  this  dangerous  position  without  a 
security  perimeter  he  rendered  medical  aid 
to  the  large  number  of  casualties  being 
evacuated  to  him.  With  complete  indiffer- 
ence to  enemy  fire  he  treated  the  wounded 
and  expedited  their  evacuation  to  the  rear. 
Captain  Morgan's  dauntless  courage  saved 
the  lives  of  many  men  who  otherwise 
might  have  been  lost  and  instilled  a  feeling 
of  confidence  in  the  command  raising  its 
morale  and  increasing  its  combat  effective- 
ness."
